Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Applicant's arguments (7/30/08 Response: page 14, lines 7- 
18) with respect to claims 1-8, 14-28, & 34-38 have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 20-23 
under 35 USC §112, the rejection of claims 1-4 & 19-23 under 35 
USC §101, and the objection to claims 5-8, 14-18, 24-28, & 34-38 
have been withdrawn. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Re claims 1, 9, 19, & 29 (and dependent claims 2-8, 10-18, 
20-28, & 30-38), the art of record does not teach or suggest the 
recited halftone processing arrangement whereby an identical 
keytone is maintained for all halftone levels.
